The Wilkes theatre offered its patrons a little
variety, this week in the appearance of Miss Ann
Pittwood in the juvenile part of Virgie Cary in
"The Littlest Rebel."

"The Littlest Rebel" is one of the best things
the stock company has undertaken in many ways,
although in some details it showed the limita-
tions of stock players. The attempts at South-
ern dialect of those portraying people of the
South were hopelessly impossible with the pos-

sible exception of Huron L. Blyden, in the part
of Uncle Billy, a slave, who did not attempt
more than he could get away with. The others
tried to put in a broad "a" now and again and
left off a "g" here and there without very con-

vincing results.
